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DETAILED ACTION 
Examiner's statement of reason of allowance 

1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. The present invention is directed to an information carrier (optical disc) 
and a device (smart card) made of photopolymers layers with a filter layer that includes 
a binary mask of a photosensitive material for delivering an optical signal, a detection 
layer transform optical signal into electrical signal to generate a cryptographic key. 

b. The closest prior art, as previously recited, Atherton et al (patent number: 
5, 461239), is directed to a security cards store the information from optical memory 
diffraction grating of method. 

Nagai et al (WO 00/67257), is directed to an optical disk of recording data and photo 
electrically converts the reflected light into an electrical signal and that electrical signal 
reproduce a key, are generally However, none of Atherton and Nagai teaches or 
suggests, alone or in combination, the particular combination of steps or elements as 
recited in the independent claims 1 , 5, 9. For example, none of the cited prior art 
teaches or suggest the steps of a spatial filtering layer including a binary mask made of 
a photosensitive material, for delivering a filtered optical signal from the speckle Patten. 
Also, Claim 10 recites an illuminating at the same time said photopolymer layer so as 
to polymerize said diffractive structure, and a layer made of photosensitive material 
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through the diffractive structure so as to form a spatial filter having a binary mask 
including activated and non-activated areas, an activation of said photosensitive 
material being performed when an intensity of a speckle pattern delivered by the 
diffractive structure for a given wave front of the light source is higher than a 
predetermined threshold. 

Therefore the claims are allowable over the cited prior art.
